Tho two were alone in the cafe 


at the time of the attack. A third 
man was in another room of the 
building but heard nothing until 
he returned and found Vaughn un- 
conscious on the floor.

"Blacksmith's Hammer." He is in 
critical condition in a local hos- 
pital and there is little hope he will 
recover.

The ex-convict had been in Hope

him'. 


Berard had left Uie building and 


found the weapon, he told officers, 
just outside.

which was starred on the Grand 
Olc Opry for more than ten years. 
In 1940 Redd Stewart joined Pec 
Wee and his boys and the team of 
King and Stewart fas fromcd ... 
a team Which was to write "Thc^ 
Tennessee Waltz". . . the song tha^1 
may-some day become Tennessee's 
official state's song, and a song 
that has turned the musical spot- 
light of the nation on Tennessee. . 


The first recording of "The 


Tennessee Waltz" in the popular 
field was by Wayne King, several 
years ago. But it wasn't until the 
latter part of 1950 when the young 
singer, Pattie Page recorded the 
song that is whirled right to tho 
top of the Hit Parade. Since then^ 
Pee Wee's waltz has been recorded* 
by such outstanding musical per- 
sonalities as Guy Lombardo.
